Duvid Findlay Fee's tragic death was 
tho topic that monopolized conversation 
all Christmas day, and expressions of sin- 
corest sorrow were heard on overy hand. 
" Dave " Fee was so well-known and so 
popular that everyono seemed to feel a 
personal interest in his Iobs, entirely 
apart from that which tin) tragic circum- 
stances in connection with his death 
would naturally create The police court 
was filled by an interested audience in 
the morning, but tho spectators were 
fated to bo disappointed. Whelan wbb not 
in tho dock, having been removed to the 
provincial jail on Christmas day, by order 
of tho Attorney-General, and tho cor- 
oner's jury sat at 2 o'clock. Then ho 
was brought to the police court and placed 
in the prisoner's pen. Ho had maintained 
his composure all Thursdoy, saying no- 
thing in connection with the Bhooting, 
and very little else. When brought in 
from the cell to face tho coroner's jury, 
yesterday, his face was noticed to twiicli 
convulsivoly, although ho allowed no 
word of foar or nervous apprehension Lu 
escape him. 

Dr. Morrison, tho coroner, having; read 
tho list of jurors summoned, swore them 
in as follows : J, M. Crimp, foreman ; 
T. J. Burnes, W. MunBio, Richard Hall, 
Honry Jewell, and Percival R. Brown. 
Tho first duty -of viewing the body- 
was quickly performed, and the powder 
marks upon the quiet face, showed how 
near tho weapon causing his death must 
have been when it was discharged. There 
wasnodistortionof thefeatures of thodead, 
and ho wore in death upon his breast tho 
fireman's badge, that ho prized so highly 
in lifo. 

Before proceeding to hear the various 
witnesses, tho prisoner : was ordored to 
stand up, and the information of Henry 
W. Sheppard, charging l m with wilful 
murdor, warf road to lii'!- He listoned 
to it attentively, but did i >b speak. Tho 
crowd filling tho court r< - . .. had ,tow an 
excellent opportunity . of -seeing what 
manner of man he was, and he returned 
their steady gaze with furtive glunces. 
Ho was seen to bo a young man, with a 
faco that could not be called 
vicious. Ho had bright bluo oyes, 
which wore continually roving, and 
a heavy red moustache. His hair was 
dark, and ho woro a neat suit of black, 
with white collar and tie. Although ho 
evidently was making an ell'ort to retain 
his composure, the muscles of his face 
every few minutes were seen to twitch 
nervously. 

Tho lirst witness called was 

Supt. Sheppard, who said : " On 
Wednesday night last, December 24, I 
was on duty in tho corridor of St. 
Andrew's pro-cathedral, situated on tho 
north Bide of View street. About eight 
minutes to 12 p.m., 1 heard a shot fired, 
which seemed to bo about tho corner of 
Blanchard and View. 1 at once went 
over to tho south ivost corner of the 
streets mentioned. There 1 saw David 
F. Fee, jr., lying on the sidewalk, to all 
appearance dead. Ho had a large gun- 
shot wound in tho chest, which must 
have caused his death, I had tho de- 
ceased moved to Philharmonic hall. Tho 
oidy person 1 saw with the deceased 
when I went across, was a young 
man named Frank Partridge. Ho told 
mo that a man had shot Fee with a shot- 
gun, and had gone into ono of the houses 
on View street, lie tl ' ' " ' now which one 
at the time, i to •^C^. hat I would 
wait until hu came men, and 

wo would then search whichever house he 
thought tho man was in. .Meanwhile 1 
sent for more police, and four or live 
officers arrived in a short time. In a few 
miuutca Mr. Partridge came back and 
pointed out the house into which he 
thought tho prisoner, had gone. I 
knocked at the door, but got no answer. 
There was a lamp burning in tho front 
room, and a small lire in the grate; also 
two dogs in tho house. Wo finally got 
in by tho back door, and commenced a 
search of tho houso. A young man 
named McDougall, culled mo and said: 
"Chief, hero is tho gun." (Gun produced, 
a double-barrelled shot gun). Tho bar- 
rids of the gun were wet; it had just been 
out in the rain. Tho right barrel had 
boon very recently tired. It. studied 
strong of powder, was black and still 
warm, Mr. Partridge gave my an um- 
brella on the Bidewalk, and said thu man 
that fired the shot had left the 
umbrella on tho sidewalk. When 
the prisoner was arrested and brought 
into the city lock-up. I charged him with 
tho wilful murder of David P. Fee. 1 
gave him tho usual caution, ^ and ho then 
roado a short statement (which was pub- 
lished in The Colonist, Christmas morn- 
ing). 

To thu Deputy Attorney-General (who 
watched the examination for tho Crown) 
—It was a very wet night ; raining all 
the lime. I have soon Whelan working 
about the church as a laborer. 

Frank Partridge, called : I was with 
deceased from 8 o'clock on the evening 
of the 24th. We had ah entertainment 
in Philharmonic Hall, that evening, 
which Fee and 1 attended. Wo left tho 
hall about ten minutes to 12 ; went to tho 
Catholic church, on View street. Re- 
mained there about two minutes, per- 
haps, and started back towards Philhar- 
monic Hall again. When we got to tho 
cornor of Blanchard and View Btruots, 1 
saw a man standing about two yards from 
tho cornor, with an umbrella ovo; 
head, and what appeared to bo a sti 



his hand. He said as wo were 
going past, " 1 challengo you," or 
something to that otfect. I will not 
be suro of the exact words. Just then 
Dave turned round, I had him by the 
arm, and ho camo face to face with tho 
man. Davo said " What's that ? " Tho 
man, who was standing on tho sidewalk, 
raised u gun and fired. Ho was then 
only about a yard from the deceased. 
There wero no othor remarks made. Fee 
fell, and half pullod me down witli him. 
1 saw the man go down the street and 
turn towards one of those little houses ; 
couldn't tell whether ho was walking or 
running. Found an umbrella on the 
Bidewalk, which 1 handed to Supt. Shep- 
pard. Told Supt. Sheppard that a man 
had shot tho doceased. Then went for a 
doctor ; I did not help to carry tho de- 
ceased to Philharmonic hall. Saw him 
after he had been carried there. Did not 
soe tho wound that was inilicted. After 
going for tho doctor mot Supt. Sheppard 
in tho hall and wont with him to try and 
point out tho houso into which the man 
wont. Did hot have a good view of the 
man that did tho shooting. Do not know 
Whelan. 

To the jury — It was a short man that 
tired tho allot. Did not notice anyone 
when wo wore going from tho hall to tho 
church. Neither of us made any remark 
to tho man before ho addressed us. When 
the shot was fired Fee was nearer tho 
man. 

The prisoner — You wore with tho man 
that was Bhot I 
Witness— Yes. 

Prisonor— Did you not have a fish horn 
in your hand that you woro blowing 1 

Witness —I dont remember tho blow- 
ing ; Dave had a horn. 

Prisoner - Did you go to tho Cathe- 
dral ? 

Witness— 'res. 

Prisoner— And came back again ? 
Witness — Yes. 

Prisoner — Didn't either ono of you 
have a lish horn ; I don't say you wero 
blowing it 1 

Witness — I had none ; Davo had a 
child's trumpet ho had worn anCtiitd his 
neck all evening. 

Prisoner — Well, a trumpet then ; and 
ho was blowing it ? 

Witness— Not that I remember. 

Prisoner — Didu't you have somo kind 
of masquerade dress on '/ 

Witness — Wo had on two coats that 
were up in the hall, — two white coats, 
with red braid across. 

Prisonor— That's all I want to ask. 

Edward Lumley Wrigle^rorth sworn— ' 
I reside at the cornor of 'HjrUes and Blan- 
chard streets. Kooy :m<vj-'-i the 
dooK. He is » raooV&vbV"itie-^UY,hV 
cathedral. On Wednesday evening latt 
ho was in tho saloon kept by my father. 
He asked mo for tho loan of my gun and 
a few cartridges. Ho didn't say what he 
wanted them for. I did not hear him say 
ho was going to watch the building that 
night. I loaned him my gun, but no 
cartridges, as I had none. (Gun pro- 
duced identified as tho gun in question, 
loaned by witness toj prisonor) I loanod 
him the gun at about 6. 30 p.m. on Wed- 
nesday last. I have not seen the gun or 
tho prisonor since till now. I was down 
town when the shooting occurred. I 
know nothing more about tho case. 

Edward Bormudiz dopos-d — 1 livo at 
tho Dominion hotel. Prisoner staid thoro 
also. I am acquainted witli him. On 
Wednesday evening last, hu asked mo 
for the loan of an umbrella. (Umbrella 
produced) Tho umbrella I loaned him 
was very liko that ; it's quite possible 
that might bo it. 1 was at the Dominion 
hotel, in my room, when ho borrowed it. 
I did not see my umbrella since, till now 
I see ari umbrella produced which may 
be mine. 

To Mr. Gwynn, deputy attorney-gen- 
eral — My umbrella was something similar 
to that: the band and design of the han- 
dle aro the same. Mine had a tassol. 

To tho prisoner — While 1 was watching 
thu church ono night, about three weeks 
ago; 1 had n lantern, I heard some ono 
in. the inside of the church — 1, and the 
foreman of tho carpenters of the church. 
Ho also heard some one insido, and I said 
it must be some one wanting to do some 
mischief to thu church. Just as we were 
about lo enter the sidu door, I saw this 
man that wan in tho church, and 1 
smashed the lantern at him, 

.John F. Barbottlei sworn — I tun stone 
contractor on the now Catholic church. 
Know tho prisoner ; he worked there as 
a laborer about two months, I think ; on 
Wednesday night last 1 saw the prisoner 
in front of tho Monarch saloon, on Gov- 
ernment street. 1 was in tho Monarch, 
in company with othor men, and Mr. 
Silk came in just about midnight or a 
little after. He (Silk) said: "Can I 
Hpeak to you for a minute ?" He stepped 
to ono sido with me, and said, 
" Larry," (meaning the prisoner) "says 
that Jie believes ho has shot 
A man." 1 asked whore Larry was, and 
ho told mo outside. 1 said to Mr. Sooley 
(who was with me), " Will you ploaso 
step outside with me." Ho did so. I 
asked the prisoner what was wrong. Ho 
said somo one camo around tho church 
raising a row, or something of tho kind. 
Ho (prisoner) told them to have respect 
for the church. Ho said that they 
"blowed" sumo horn in his face. He 
said ho Bred tho gun. 1 looked at him 
and 1 hiw that he had been drinking, 1 
thought he was crazy at tho time, from 
drink probably. I didn't believe that ho 
had done anything of the kind. Mr. 
Silk says, "What shall wo do with him?" 
I asked him, "Aro you suro tho man was 
hurt?" Prisoner said he didn't know. I 
told Mr. Silk to take him down Govern- 
msnt street toward my place on Chatham, 
so that 1 would knot* where to find him. 
Wo (Seeley and !) then wont up Yates 
street to D uglas, and as soon as wo 
found out there was a man shot, we went 
after tho prisoner whom 1 found at my 
place. I told him the man was dead, and 
tho best thing ho could do was to give 
himself up to tho polico. Ho asked us to 
go along with him, but 1 told hiin 1 
"d look bettor for him to 
r hu hud gono, Mr. Set 



and I walked up town to aeo if he had 
givon himself up. Found out that ho 
had done so. That is all I know of tho 
case. 

To tho prisonor — You did tell me you 
thought it was a blank cartridgo in tho 
gun. Cannot reniembor whether you 
said you woro carrying tho gun and a 
blank cartridgo around because some ono 
camo to play tricks on Bormudiz when ho 
was watching, I think you did. 

Joseph Silk, called — My occupation is 
that of a laborer. 1 am working on the 
Catholic Cathedral, and livo at 55 View 
street, opposite the present pro-cathedral. 
Just before 12 o'clock Wednesday night I 
was Hitting in the house, smoking. I 
I know the prisoner; have worked with 
him. At 11:301 was alone in tho house; 
prisonor came in a little before 12 o'clock. 
Ho (prisoner) said he was afraid ho had 
hurt somebody. Ho had a gun in his 
hand, and said he had done it in the dis- 
charge of his duty. It was a double- 
barrelled shot-gun ; tho ono produced 
might be it. Ho stood tho gun up in the 
corner. Then ho said: "I had to do it 
to save myself." 1 told him the best 
thing ho could do was to go down to thd 
polico station and givo himself up. 
Ho Baid; "-All right; put on your hat, 
and como down with mo. " I did so. Ho 
said ho would like to see Mr. Uarbottlo, 
and get hk advice. Wo went down to 
the Monarch saloon, and found Mr. Har- 
bottlo there. 1 told Mr. Harbottlo 
" Larry says ho has hurt somebody," and 
asked him what it was best to do. He 
'said "Tako him to my place, and I'll go 
and boo what the extent of tho injuries 
aro. 1 will bo down after you." Ho 
said ho would go, and aoo if anyone was 
hurt. Took prisoner to Mr. Harbor <lo's 

1 was arrested. Have been in tho cky 
lock-up ever since. 1 don't know what 1 
was detained for. 

To. the Deputy Attorney-General — 
Whelan was working as night watchman, 
that night. I believe it was his fiist night 
in that capacity. 

To the prisoner — You camo to my 
house about 10 o'clock and asked for a 
few blank cartridges. I said: "There 
are a couple there with nothing in them 
but poM'Joi." All tho loaded cartridges 
I had givon away. 1 gwe him the only 
two in the bag. Prisoner said he wanted 
to fool the fellows that camo around play- 
ing tricks. 

To a juror — I gave tho prisoner twi 
cartridges; told him "there's nothing i 
them but powder." 1 did not thiiir 
thero was. I gavo him tho bag and ho" 
took the cartridges out hims< , f,

don't know '^.TdEr/e! ic tmmH* rArnsobc 
sary for a watchman to go across ' the 
street from the building ho was watching. 

John E. Crawford, sworn— 1 am n 
laborer, livo on Humboldt street, and 
know the prisoner. I saw him oh Wed- 
nesday night last ; first in the Dominion 
hotel, Yatos street ; ho had a gun and an 
umbrella with him — a double-barrelled 
gun, tho ono produced. 1 could not 
idontify the umbrella. I was handling 
tho gun. That was about 9:30 
or 10 p. m. I first noticed that ho 
was going through tho American rifio 
drill with tho gun ; there wore two rags 
in tho ends of tho barrolB, as if to keep 
out tho rain. I asked him to lot mo look 
at tho gun, and I was going through some 
of tho movements of tho British drill 
with it. 1 also opened tho gun, and saw 
that thero were then no cartridges in it. 
I was asking him what ho was doing with 
tho gun. He said that the last watch- 
man at the church had had tricks played 
on him by McDonald, the foreman car- 
penter. He (prisoner) said, "If lie 
comes around playing tricks on me, I'll 
give him a charge of shot." He appeared 
to bo only joking. Soon after, ho went 
out, and 1 said to two or throe of us that 
wore in tho room, " The gun's not load- 
ed, let's go around and liavo some 
fun ; let's go around and see him.." 
I don't know that I said " We'll have 
some fun with him," though, of course, 
that was my intention. No one would 
go. 1 went, around alone. 1 walked up 
as far as the corner of View and Blanch- 
ard streets, but did not seo prisoner. 1 
then wont over to that little corner saloon, 
at tho corner of Yatos and Blanchard 
streets. 1 asked if the prisoner was in. 
Ho said "No; you'll lindliim over there," 
--pointing toward the church. 1 said 
" lie's not thero ; I've been over there." 
1 then went back to tho Dominion House 
and said I could not see him. I wont 
down town and met a friend. I asked 
him to take a walk. Wo walked around 
until nearly 11 o'clock, I should judge. 
Then I asked him if he would take a 
walk up View street. He agreed. Just 
before wo got to the cornor of Blanchard, 
1 mot prisonor and last witness. They 
were at the time about ten feet from mo. 
I made a stop as if to go into tho door of 
thu church. 1 said, " I'm going in horo," 
in a joking way. Prisoner stood still. 
Ho had the gun in his hand at tho time. 
He came up to me after a moment, and 
Silk, tho last witness, said, " Don't go in, 
the gun is loaded." 1 said, " It's not 
loaded, for J was looking at it." Ho 
said, " It is, though." Don't know 
whether it was Silk or tho prisoner then 
speaking. I said, "Larry, let mo see." 
1 got hold of the gun, but tho prisoner 
kept hold too ; he did not give tho gun 
into my hands. 1 opened it up and saw 
two cartridges in it. 1 said "Take them 
out," and 1 niado a motion as if to tako 
them out myself.

THURSDAY'S (tALE

Fell in Full Force at Hi attle— One mih Killed, 
Houses Wrecked, Shipping Damastd 
and Railroads Blocked. 

The gale of Christmas morning, which 
caused only nominal damage here, was felt 
in its full force along tho [Sound, especially 
at Tacoma and Seattle. In describing the 
gale, the Seattle Post-Intelligencer says : 
Tho wind was heralded by a steady 
downpour of rain, which set in 
about dusk on Wednesday and continued 
into yesterday morning. About 2.20 
strong mists of wind begun to blow, nnd by 
3 o'clock the wind rose to the dignity of a 
gale. It blew with increasing fury until 
about 5 o'cloek it was a veritable cyclone, 
shaking every house, wrecking many, lash- 
ing the Sound into foam, tearing vessels 
from their anchorage und dashing them 
against one another liko bits of driftwood, 
laying low giant trees und appearing to 
threaten to sweep all before it. Then it 
slowly relaxed its fury, until about sunset 
it was little more than what mariners call 
a fresh breeze. 

Most of the damage seems to have been 
done from 1 to G o'clock in the morning, 
and it was between those hours that (leorge 
Bell, u woodohopper on Madison street, was 
Crushed to death In his tent by a failing 
tree. Baker's warehouse, at tho font of 
University street, was blown down flat with 
the wharf, and the steamers Henry Bailey 
nnd Jiuiloy Qatzert, which woro lying at tho 
wharf, were much damaged. Several ves« 
sels, lying in the harbor, dragged 
their anchors and drifted ashore at tho 
same point. Groat damage was done to 
W. C. Hill&Co.'s brickyard in the south- 
ern part of the city, on which about 5250,- 
000 l"is been expended. More landslides 
occurred on South Twelfth street, greatly 
delaying Northern Pacifia trains, and fallen 
trees at Maple Valley delayed trains on tile 
Columbia and Puget Sound road until 
afternoon. The trestle of the Lake Shore 
and Seattle and Montana railroads was 
demolished at Stimson's wharf by a scow, 
which broke away, and trains were de- 
layed till afternoon. The telegraph, tele- 
phone und electric wires woro down in 
many places and telegraphic communication 
was almost cut oil'. The smokestack of the 
Seattle Electric Railway company's power- 
house was blown down, and trees blown 
across the track, near Fremont, tore down 
the wires and blocked tho track and no ears 
ran until noon on any of the electric roads. 
Many bouses were damaged and several 
were demolished. Altogether tho storm 
was one of the worst in the memory ot old 
residents.

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BECOMING TIRESOME. 

The Daley Gala Again Beinandod-Other 
folic BOourt Doings. . 

Four Christmas drunks lined up mourn- 
fully in the police court, yesterday morn- 
ing, prepared to hear tho usual sentences 
pronounced. Instead of this, their ears 
■were rejoiced by tho request of Supt. Shep- 
pard that, as it was Christmas, they bo for- 
given. His Honor agreed, and the drunks 
thanked the chief and silently stolo away. 

George Gray, who was charged with break- 
ing into Tollick's fish store, was discharged, 
no prosecution appearing, and Supt. Shep- 
pard explaining that Gray had been drunk, 
and had no intention of committing a bur- 
glary. 

James J. Daley was next called. Before 
evidence was called, counsel for tho defence 
held that Sup. Sheppard's evidence was not 
udmissable, us no caution hud been given to 
Daley in tho first place, and as a threat hud 
been held out by Chief Sheppurd when ho 
told him he "would give him 24 hours or 
expose him." 

His Honor replied that letters had been 
received from a'woman alleged or supposed 
to bo Daley's wife ; Daley wbh called into 
the superintendant's room, the father of the 
girl he had married here being also present. 
The girl, herself, could hardly be expected 
to be there: but tho rule that all parties 
interested should bo present, was fulfilled. 
Mr. Gregg represented his daughter, the 
Chief of Police the supposed wife in Now 
Zealand, and Daley himself. Tho accused 
did not remain silent, but asked to hive 
the letters read. He was not obliged to do 
so. The letters were read and if tho letters 
appeared to come from the accused's wife, 
occasion called for a denial from him. If 
the uccusation was false, Daley might have 
been expected to deny it. It would be his 
duty to do so, and in the interest of Mr. 
Gregg to hear the truth. Society demanded 
that some action such as the Chief'had 
taken, be taken in the protection of inno- 
cent gills. He thought the letters wero ad- 
missible. 

Supt. Sheppard, re-called, said that he 
had seen tho accused since the meeting pre- 
viously referred to when tho lettci-3 were 
read, in the back room of his (Daley's) store. 
Daley said then that he was sick. 

To Mr. Mills — Gave information in re- 
gard to tho case to the newspapers. Tut 
Colonist's account was substantially cor- 
rect. Showed the letters to the Times re- 
porter. Daley did not say he wanted time 
to take legal advice. 

Continuing, witness read the letters, the 
first of which was anonymous, and the 
second and third bearing the name of Nonih 
Daley. 

Postmaster Shakespeare was next called, 
but as he objected to giving evidence of 
affairs of his office an adjournment was 
taken until Tuesday in order that the legal 
points in connection with this now compli- 
cation might be investigated. *

From C. B. Mebius, asking that a portion 
of Ray street, above Blanchard, be gravelled. 
Referred to Street Committee with power 
to act. 

Prom Mrs. Adeline Gciselman, asking for 
a sidowalk at 57 und 59 Collinsou street.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The city survoyor and building inspector 



reported that they had no power to remit 
the fine of $50 imposed on Messrs. Prior & 
Co and Mr. Burgess for violating tho build- 
ing by-laws. Their report was ordered 
adopted. 

Aid. Wilson moved that Dallas road, 
from the end of Menzies street eastward, be 
included in Beacon Hill Park. 

Mayor Grant objected that the city had 
no power to so order ; but, after some dis- 
cussion, the motion was carried. 

Aid. Wilson moved thut the building in- 
spector bo instructed to carry out the build- 
ing by-law in its entirety. He asked that 
tho building inspector bo heard on the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Northcott stated that somo of the 
councillors had told him not to interfere in 
the streets, and hence he had done so very 
little. He asked the Council to give him 
definite instructions as to his authority und 
duties. 

Aid. Wilson thought that Mr. Northcott 
would not be apt to exceed his authority, 
and it could not be denied that there were 
many dangerous pitfalls on the street. He 
instanced especially the Western Hotel 
excavation. 

Mayor Grunt asked that the resolution 
be modified so that the building inspector 
be requested not to conflict with the pub- 
lic interests.

At 1 p.m. by all the patients 
who could leave their beds- and to those 
who could not do soall that was perm issable 
for them to take was served ill their beds, 
dinner was partaken of in the main corri- 
dor, and it was indeed one of the good old- 
fashioned English kind, by the generosity 
of friends, whose contributions of pro- 
visions of all sorts were of the most 
lavish character, including both dc'i- 
caoies and luxuries. About :{."> people 
sat down to u table which was loaded to 
overflowing, the president, Mr. T. R. 
Smith; vice-president, Mr. Joshua Davies ; 
and other members of the board of direct- 
ors, together with Dr. Richardson and mem- 
bers of the Staff, attending to the wauls of 
the sufferers and doing all that was possible 
to cheer them up and alleviate their suffer- 
ings, Dinner having been disposed of, 
cigars became in order, indulgence in t hem 
being very much enjoyed. The President, 
by request, made a few appropriate re- 
marks, Baying how pleased ho and his col- 
leagues on the board were to do all that 
was possible for the patients. Mr. Joshua 
Davies and Mr. Alexander Wilson having 
said a few words, votes of thanks were 
unanimously passed to Dr. Richardson, 
Miss Criekmay, Mr. Jenkiuson and all the 
officials for their great kbj^lness and con- 
sideration. Dr. Richardson having made a 
happy reply, an old man named Drnry 
arose and personally returned thanks for 
the complete and splendid arrangements, 
saying that nothing that could "possibly 
have been done had been neglected in the 
hospital. He concluded by calling for 
three cheers and a tiger for the directors 
and stall'. Everything was fully in keep- 
ing with r hearty, whole-souled Christmas 
dinner. The absence of Mr. James Eell, it 
is almost needless to aiy, was keenly felt, 
and sympathetic remarks to his address 
were made by several speakers, who re- 
ferred to him as having been one of the 
most regular and liberal supporters of the 
institution, by which his kindness would 
he missed very much. 

ST. ASS'S CONVENT.

THE REFUGE HOME. 

Mrs. Siddulls, in answer to a Colonist 
representative, said that the inmates of this 
institution had a rogular Christmas time ; 
good friends had Bent numerous presents 
and substantial contributions. Mr. Siddall 
had a Christmas tree at his house, which 
was attended by the children and several of 
the other inmates. Mrs. Siddall played 
" Santa Claus " very effectively, to the de- 
light of the little ones, to whom the experi- 
ence was a novel one. Mayor Grant sup- 
plied a good fat turkey for the Christmas 
dinner at the Rofuge, and other friends lib- 
erally contributed. Among these wero Dr. 
Helmcken, the Rock Bay Coal company 
<suuding a ton of coal. Tho home, which 
has every appearance of comfort and atten- 
tion, contains ten iumates, including two 
little girls and a baby.

THE STORM AT COWICIIAN LAKE- 

How the Floods Arose and the Harm They 
Did. 

As early as Doc. 11, tho elements wero 
at work about tho headwaters of Cow- 
ichan River, preparing material, as it 
wore, for the fearful devastation to bo 
wrought a week later at the mouth of tho 
same rivor. 

Cowiehan Lako, a beautiful sheet of 
water, 21 miles in length, and varying 
from one to three miles in width, gives 
risu to the river of tho Bame name. This 
river, after a course of 25 miles, outers 
tho Gulf of Georgia at Cowiehan harbor. 

On Thursday, D02. 11, and on tho Fri- 
day and Saturday following, rain fell at 
the lake, and tho surrounding mountains 
gradually received a mantle of snow. 

Sunday morning, the 14th, two inches 
of snow l*y at tho lake level. During 
that clay and night the snow continued to 
fall at intervals. 

Monday, tho wind, which" had before 
conio from tho north-west, veered round 
to the south-west, and a warm hoavy rain 
fall was the result. In twelve hours not 
a vestige of snow was to be Been about 
tho lako or upon the mountain tops. The 
water raised throe feet in the same time. 

All day Tuesday tho rain fell in tor- 
rents. Sometime during the day an 
occurrence took place which was probably 
not witnessed by any human being; This 
is supposed to havo been a cloud-burst, 
that took place about four miles down the 
road from the lako. A slide of land, 
broken timber three feet in diameter, 
with smaller troes torn up by the roots, 
and rocks, form, all together, a pilo of 
destruction, twenty foet in height and 
about fifty yards in extent, directly over 
the road. 

Two freight teams coining to the lako 
from Duncan's, reached this obstruction 
about dark, Tuosday evening. It was 
impossible to advanco, and almost as im- 
possible to return with loaded wagons. 
The Height, consisting mostly of Christ- 
mas goods, intended to gladden the 
hearts of our community, was unloaded 
and placed with care in the hollow butt 
of a burnt out cedar tree. There it re- 
mained in safety through tho continued 
storm. The two teams and five men 
turned back to tho half-way place, and 
were obliged to spend the stormy night 
in tho woods with little shelter. 

Mr. Fraser, with a force of men, 
cleared a trail around tho land-slide, and 
by ferrying across the swollen creeks, 
whore the bridges are washed away, the 
goods were brought safely in to-day. 
Our Christmas will not bo passed with 
good cheer. 

But to return to the storm : The water, 
not confining itself to the croeks, spread 
out in its headlong courso to the river. 
The river, from its head to mouth, must 
receive double tho amount of water that 
comes f. .ii the lake. It was well pre- 
pared to carry on its work. Of the 
seven million foet of timber, awaiting 
high water to be driven to tho mills, not 
more than a hundred logs remain along 
the upper courso of tho river, tho re- 
sult of which was described in your paper 
last week. 

The rain continued to fall in torrents 
during tho remainder of the week. 
Ousts of wind coming through the moun- 
tain gaps, from the West Coast, caused 
the fall of many a tree throughout the 
forest. 

The lake attained it highest level Sat- 
urday morning, Doc. 20, at which time it 
had raised nine feet in a perpendicular. 
Cabins situated near tho etlgo wero 
washed away. At tho hotul the river has 
overflowed its banks and spread to within 
a few feet of the front Btops. 

Our greatest misfortune is that wo have 
lost communication with the outside 
world except l^y horseback or on foot. 
The road, getting worse, is now simply 
impassable. Water to the depth of* 12 
feet stands over it in low places. 

The last through trip by conveyance 
was made Monday, Dec. 15. 

Road Inspector Bell came out on 
horseback from Duncan's, Saturday, tho 
20th. The road had baen cleared of the 
fallen timber. 

Three men sent out by the government 
agent to make repairs on the road reached 
hero on tho 22nd. 

Mr. Eraser's logging camp has been 
closed. Fourteen oxen and six horses 
wore driven out, and about thirty men 
have left tho vicinity of Cowiehan lako in 
the last threo days bocauso it is impossi- 
ble to haul in supplies. 

To-day is clear and frosty ; tho moun- 
tains are again covered wilh snow.

1 TEE VANCOUVER VILIFIER. 

It is ft groat pity that tho News-Advor- 
tiser cannot, in its controversies with its 
contemporaries, keep within tho bounds 
of decency. Its editor ought to know 
that the Eatanswill style which it adopts 
is not effective in carrying conviction to 
the minds of readers, and that the news- 
paper which resorts to it is a reproach to 
the intelligence and tho good taste of tho 
ommunity in which it is circulated and 
Dy which it is supported. The reader of 
Dickens's inimitable description of die ri- 
val journals dooa not form a very high 
ppinion of tho Eatanswill public which 
encouraged the cqnpejtod and small* 
minded editors lo abuse one another, 
m<\ which took 

lucubrations. Did it ever strike the 
editor of the News-Advertiser that the 
articles which he 'Wdites "to ••JplX^wn 
praise and glory are not likely to do a 
great doal of harm to the Government, 
which he incidentally traduces, or that his 
tirades against his contemporaries may be 
considered by intelligent and sensible 
people, discreditable to Vancouver as a 
city ? Newspapers are, to a greater ex- 
tent than he ovidently imagines, taken as 
the exponents of tlio moral and the in- 
tellectual condition °f t h ° « iti8 * fo * hich 
they are published. 

The Advertiser's not very modest 
strictures on the pol-oy 9? *- h S Govern- 
ment are hardly worth noticing. Utn' 
contemporary, in tho most effective way 
possible to it, bears testimony to its 
Roundness. It claims to be the author of 
that policy. Coming from tho News- 
Advertiser, how can it be other than 
good? And carping" at a Government 
because its policy is as sound and as 
beneficent as the mind of mortal man can 
devise, is not, in our humble opinion, 
either judicious or expediont. 

The Advertiser's treatment of its con- 
temporaries is neither courteous nor just, 
nor, if wo may be allowed to say bo, in ac- 
cordance with common sense. To bo con- 
tinually running down tho other shop is 
is, to say the least, very bad taste. It 
is justifiable only on very raro occasions 
when tho public good demands tho ox 
posuro of dishonest tricka and reprehen- 
sible practices. But when tho condom 
nation is not required in the public inter- 
est, and when it is basod on grounds that 
are both false and frivolous, it is wholly 
without excuse. 

The Advertiser reproaches somo of its 
contemporaries with being spoon-fed by 
tho Government. Now it is but just to 
the newspapers and to tho Government 
to say that it does not possess tho power 
to spoon-feed tho journals which support 
its policy. Tho British Columbia Gov- 
ernment has no printing contracts to lot, 
and its advertising patronage is 
very modest, indeed. In fact, 
tho Government treats publishers 
as it treats no other class of business men. 
It does its own printing. It has its own 
printing office, and its own stall' of prin- 
ters, and tho printing which it has to do 
that is not done in tho Government oflice 
by tho Queen's Printer, is not. worth 
mentioning. Tho advertising patronage 
of the Government is not by any moans 
largo. Tho profits on it will not go far 
towards supporting oven tho humblest of 
daily newspapers. Any paper that depend- 
ed upon Government patronage for its sup- 
port would very soon go to tho wall. 
There are corporations and oven private 
businoss concorns 
whoso patronage 



fitable (than that of the Government. 
When, thereforo, the Advertiser 
Bnoers at a newspaper for being spoon- 
fed by tho Government, it is doing that 
paper a grievous injustice If the Gov- 
ernment did its advertising as it dcos its 
printing there is not a newspaper in tho 
province that Would bo seriously injured 
by tho clnnge. Of course, tho Govern- 
ment patronage, like that of every other 
customer, is good, and is to be desired, 
but wo know of no paper in tho province 
to which it is indispensable. 

If, then, any paper supports tho Gov- 
ernment it is not for the 6ake of the 
"pap" it receives, or can hope to 
receive. Journalists support tho Gov- 
ernment fur the same reason that tho 
majority of tho members of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly support it, and that 
independent and disinterested electors 
voto for its candidates. They beliove it 
to bo, on tho }vhole, a good government, 
honest and prudent, and sincerely de- 
sirous of promoting tho public welfare. 
They beliove, like the News-Advertiser, 
that its policy, as far as it is known, ia 
sound, but, unlike the Advertiser, they 
are not so silly or so inconsistent as to 
sneer and carp at what they approve. 

Tho newspapers that support tho Gov- 
ernment eeo that the province has a bet- 
tor reason to expect good measures and 
ait honest and impartial administration 
from Mr. Bobson and his colleagues than 
they have from any public men within the 
range of their vision. If anything was ever 
hoped from tho independent action of 
the independent men, the course which 
tho editor of the News-Advortlser has 
soon fit to pursue has shown that that 
hope, as far as he is concerned, was 
groundless. Ho aspires to be the leader 
of that party, but almost every article ho 
writes proves his unfitness to take a pro- 
minent and a useful part in the public 
affairs of tho province. Ho lias already, 
by wanton insult and studied dispar 
agement, pruvoked tho hostiiiry of nearly 
every journalist in tho province This, 
when ho could easily have had their 
good-will and their good wishes, is of it- 
self a glaring proof of incapacity and in- 
eptitude. 

WIDELY DIFFERENT. 

Tho Toronto Globo and its friend and 
inspircr, Mr. Erastus Wimun, differ 
widely as to the cause of tho Dominion 
Government victory in South Victoria. 
The Globe, as its manner invariably is, 
attributes it to bribery and corruption — 
u spot cash fi>r individual votes and the 
promise of" a railway subsidy for tl>© con- 
stituency at large." It says nothing ot 
the unpractical and unsubstantial plat- 
form of tho Opposition. It in effect 
asserts that a dollar in hand and tho pro- 
mise of.- more to come have more influence 
with the South Victoria elector than the 
most liberal promises of free trade with 
the United States. This may be so, for 
the dollar to the purchasable elector was 
a certain good, whilo tho promise of un- 
restricted reciprocity sometime in tho far 
future, to bo obtained somehow, has but 
a shadowy benefit that might never bo 
within his grasp. If tho Liberal orators 
could show the electors that there was a 
fair chance of obtaining a reasonable 
mB (iiUre of reciprocity from the Ameri- 
cano, an<i fl'Sif remained with Canadians

solves of the opportunity, the question of 
reciprocity might then bo said, with somo 
show of truth, to bo before the elec- 
tors. Then tho briber, if ho was 
there, which is not at all certain, 
would find his task a dillicult one. Hon- 
est, disinterested electors, having a live 
issue before them, would vote according 
to their convictions, and the corrupt 
agent would find that among earnest elec- 
tors with a principle to contend for there 
was no placo for him. But, if the cir- 
cumstances were as wo have stated, wo 
are much mistaken if tho Government 
would permit tho Liberals to bring the 
issue before the country. It would tako 
the wind out of their sails and have tho 
whole business arranged while the 
Liberals wero deliberating what courso 
they would tako. 

As wo have said, Mr. Wiman takes a 
very different view of the South Victoria 
contest. That gentleman said to an in- 
terviewer : 

" The chief cause of tho defeat will be 
found in tho fact that there has not boon 
tho slightest indication on tho part of tho 
United States towards encouraging reci- 
procal arrangements. The last official 
utteranco of Congress is tho McKinley 
bill, the agricultural section of which 
Canadians regard as a slap in tho face ; 
and, though there is unquestionably a 
majority of tho people favorable to moro 
intimate relations with this country, tho 
efl'oct of tho McKinley bill has boon simi- 
lar to that of retaliation, begetting a be- 
lief that there is no sentiment except ono 
of commercial hostility to bo expected 
from this country There is a natural 
resentmeut at what is considered to bean 
attempt to drive the people into submis- 
sion. No nation in tho world is less like- 
ly to eubinit to that policy than BUper- 
loyal Canada, glorying in British blood 
and British plucK. 

Mr. Wiman was a great deal nearer tho 
truth than the Globo. Ho knows that 
Canadians have not yet subscribed to tho 
Quakers' creed. They soo that the 
McKinley tariff was intended by Con- 
gress to bo a "slap in tho face," and 
they are not meek enough, by begging it 
tho province to undo what it had done, to turn tho 
far moro pro- other cheek to the siniter. 



A SIGN OF THE TIMES. 

Tho Docembor number of tho Nine- 
teenth Century contains three articles on 
Irresponsible Wealth, which, more than 
anything we have seen for a long while, 
show the liberal ajjd tolerant spirit of the 
ago in which we live. We have only to 
mention tho names of tho authors of those 
articles and their object in writing, to 
prove that a good causo in those days 
recoives the cordial support of able and 
influential men, irrespective of race or 
creod or profession. 

Tho papers were written to recommend 
to tho public Mr. Gladstone's article on 
Mr. Carnegie's " Gospel of Wealth." It 
will bo remembered that Mr. Carnegie 
wants rich men to give what thoy have to 
givo whilo they are alive. His idea of 
what tho millionaire owes to society is 
very different, indeed, from that enter- 
tained by the great majority of men, 
whether thoy are poor or rich. Ho, in 
short, would have vory rich men givo to 
thecommunity thogreater part of what they 
have accumulated, reserving for their 
families a moderate competence. Mr. 
Gladstone, tho most eminent of English 
statesmen, wrote an article heartily ap- 
proving this gospel of giving, preached by 
tho rich American iron-master, and re- 
commending a plan by which giving on a 
largo scale could bo made systematic and 
beneficral. 

His Eminence Cardinal Manning, who, 
besides being a groat church dignitary, is 
an indefatigable practical philanthropist, 
writeR approving what Mr. Carnegie and 
Mr. Gladstone havo written, and respond- 
ing forcibly and eloquently to Mr. Glad- 
stone's appeal. 

Immediately following the vigorous and 
earnest article written by a Prince of the 
Catholic Church, is another written by 
tho Rev. Dr. Hermann Adlor, Chief 
Rabbi. This learned Jew speaks in 
terms of high recommendation of Mr. 
Gladstone's "earnest homily" and "sound 
practical proposal, " enforcing in his own 
way the lossoti which it leaches. This 
Chief Rabbi notices the Christian, Gen- 
eral Booth's Bchemo, only to praise it and 
to wish it well. He says : 

"Whilst not commending all the 
methods of the Salvation At my, 1 gladly 
welcome this courageous endeavor to 
cope with evil, criminality and wretched- 
ness that desolate our dear country. I 
trust that Mr. Booth will not merely 
obtain the money ho requires, but that 
ho will succeed in enlisting tho sound ex- 
perience, tho keen sagacity, tho self- 
sacrificing spirit demanded by tho gigan- 
tic task ho lias sot himself." 

The Catholic Ordinal an d tho Chief 
Rabbi aro followed by ft Protestant 
clergyman, who is a little more tliaJ 
tmgod with socialism, the Rev. Hugh 
Price Hughes. Mr. Hughes vigorously 
endorses what Mr. Gladstone has written, 
but his approval of Mr. Carnegie's Gos- 
pel is qualified. Ho is evidently of the: 
opinion that society should bo so consti- 
tuted as to make tho accumulation of 
immense fortunes impossible. Ho, 
too, has commendatory words to 
say of tho lay preacher, and 
secular religious organizer, Genoral 
Booth. Ho, too, is struck with the 
readiness with which all sorts and con- 
ditions of men co-operate in theso days to 
further any work which they believe to 
bo calculated to lessen misery and to 
rcljevo distress. 

"Tho way," be S8ys, "in which, at 
this moment, bishops and tutors, (junkers 
and atheists, princes and journalists aro 
blessing and backing General Booth is an 
unprecedented sign of the times," 

And no doubt it is ; and. ttW alacrity 
with which men, differing widely in opin- 
ion, in position, in avocation, in' fact in 
almost --everything, except their lovo of 
their follow men and their desiro to im- 
prove their condition, hasten to enforce 
a beneficent prinoiple is equally a sign of 
the times and equally unprecedented.

His Qualifications Outlinod by a' 
Chicago Manager. 



"Be Must Ho a Genllouiau and ITav« u 

Complete Knowledge of tho Clim of 
^ Good* lie Sell* — Pay Kogulatcd 
• According to Departments. 

' V 'Pry-goods clerks, althoufjh they arc 
continually being sneered at, possess 
considerable brains," said the manager 
' of one of Chicago's groat retail bouses 
to an Evening News roportor. 

"Pooplo in general aro fond of mak- 
ing unkind allusions to dry-goods clerks 
and considering tbora as a lot of ma- 
chine-like men, good enough to wait on 
you and try to make you buy goods, but 
that is all. Tho faot is, many, if not 
all, clerkspossoss much business capa- 
bility. In their own way thoy conduct 
almost a business of their own at tho 
department ovor which thoy proside, 
and take as much pains to promote tho 
growth of that business as if it wore 
thoir own. Tho customer thinks that 
they aro instructed to act just so and ' 
work just such schemes, but that is all 
-wrong. Tho clerk receives no instruc- 
tions, but goes ahead and carries on tho 
•work ho is assigned to tho best of his 
ability. 

"I don't think there is a big retail 
house in tho city whore tho salesmen 
receive regular instructions about their 
■work. I know thoy don't in our house. 
An applicant for tho position of sales- 
man comes in and asks me for a position. 

" 'What aro your qualifications, and 
how much oxperionco have you had'." I 
usk. 

"Ho tolls me, and then I ask him 
-what pay ho wants. lie will name tho 
amount he thinks ho is worth. Per- 
haps it is tho limit of tho amount paid 
in tho department that ho wants work 
in. HI think I want him (and 1 assuro 
you, long years of experience havo 
taught managers to guess pretty accur- 
ately of a man's worth in ono inter- 
view) I toll him I will givo him a 
place, but would not like to pay him at 
iirst quito as much as he asks. If all is 
satisfactory between us, and ho is en- 
gaged, that ends it. 

'■lie is introduced to the floor-walker 
in bis department, who in turn in- 
troduces him to the other clerks in that 
department. Ho is given a check-book, 
placed behind the counter and left to 
hustle for himself. That's all thoro is 
to it. Wo don't tell him to act just so, 
and to bo polite to this party or not 
idle, etc. None of that at all. When 1 
hired the man I did it supposing bo was 
a competent man and a gentleman. No 
beginners or novices aro taken. Tho 
■men must havo learnod their business in 
some smaller house before thoy will got 
a job in a large ono, and during their 
apprentice days should have learned all 
tboso points which go to mako up a 
good salesman. IIo must know his 
duties thoroughly and understand tho 
art of selling tho articles in his depart- 
ment, onco ho becomes familiar with 
.them and the prices. 

"As to his manners, I would not have 
hired him if I did not believo him to bo 
a gentleman. I never say any thing to 
.a new man on ttiat head at all. II o 
should be well posted on all points of 
etiquette and good-breeding necessary 
to make him agreeable to the peoplo ho 
waits on. Tho man is expected to go 
right in and sell goods in a way that 
will bo profitable to tho house and pleas- 
ing to its patrons. 

"A clerk's pay is not gauged by bis 
experience, but according to the depart- 
ment he is in and his ability to sell 
goods. There is a certain limit for tho 
pay of clerks in each department, and 
we rarely go over that. A clerk is hired 
lor a certain department, given so much 
pay, and generally that ends it." 

"In what department does a clerk get 
Hie best pay?" 

"In the dress-goods, silk or linen de- 
partment. You see. in the dress-goods 
and silk departments a great deal of tho 
sales depends on the ability of the 
clerk to make the customer buy what 
Sho doesn't want. To so arrange fabrics 
as to catch her eye and mako her want 
them, lie must be a good talker— in 
short, have tho 'gift of gab,' so as to 
make his patrons covet and buy moro 
than they really intended to. Often a 
comparatively new and inexperienced 
man will be given a position in tboso 
departments for the very reason that he 
is a good talker. The manager thinks 
he has the right qualifications, and, al- 
though he may not know a thing about 
the business, the new clerk will go in 
and sell right over the heads of tho old 
clerks. Such a man is valuable, and is 
generally, in tho course of time, trans- 
ferred to the wholesale bouse and sent 
out on tho road. 

"A man who understands linens is al- 
most always in great demand. Our 
linens arc made in tho old countries, 
and when a man conies along who has 
been right in that business all his life 
ho is valuable. Foreigner though ho is, 
and doesn't know a thing about Amer- 
ican ways, ho is a valuable man, for ho 
understands tho merits of linens and 
can sell thorn. Such men aro always 
sure of a position, and got good pay." 



The Height of Clouda. 

j Trof. Mollor, of Carlsruho, has mado 
some interesting observations on clouds. 
Tho highest clouds, cirrus and cirro- 
stratus, riso on an avorago to a height 
of nearly 30,000 foot Tho middlo 
clouds keep at from about 10,000 foot to 
•^:i,000 foot in height, while the lower 
<'louds reach to between 3,000 foot and 
7,000 foot. Tho cumulus clouds float 
.with their lower surfaco at a height of 
from -1,000 to !>,000 foot, while theirsum- 
mits riso to 10,000 foot. Tho tops uf tho 
Alps aro often bidden by clouds of the 
third class, but the bottom of tho clouds' 
of tho socond class, and especially of 
the thunder clouds, ofton enfold them. 
Tho vortical dimensions of a cloud ob- 
served by Prof. Mollor on tho Netloberg 
"was over 1,200 feet; ho stopped out of it 
at a height of about 3,700 foot, and high 
ahoye tho mountain floated clouds of 
the middlo class, while vails of mist lay 
in the ravines and clefts. Tho upper 
clouda wore growing thicker, while tho 
lower ones woro dissolving, and soon it 
began to rain and snow.-London Daily 
Now3.

HOT SPRINGS MINING NEWS. 

In Hot Springs district the most im- 
portant rcco'ii event, in a mining way, 
whs the drainage if the upper- workings 
i f No. 1 through an upraise run from 
the 400-foot tunnel. The incline shaft 
tapped by tho upraise is down 170 feet, 
and was nearly full of water. Before 
reaching the shaft a six-foot body uf ore 
was encountered. About two feet of it 
is almost; solid ore, the remaining four 
feet being intermixed ganguo and ore. 
Strange to sny, the wire silver, for which 
the mine is noted, is not. found in the 
solid ore, but in tho mixed ledge matter. 
Tho ore body .will bo followed during tho 
winter.
